The banking law passed at the last session 
of Congress Is now about to go practically 
into effect as a great Government political 
to control the currency, and through 
the currency the property and business of 
every man in the Union. That there might 
be no mistake as to the object of the scheme, 
the superintendent has openly avowed that 
all the institutions are under central control 
at Washington, and all State Institutions to 
be crushed out. What were charged against 
the old United 8tates Bank as crimes for 
which it merited subversion, are claimed to 
>e desirable principles on which tim new 
nstitut ons are to be based. The old United 
States Bank, in the infancy of the country, 
was the fiscal agent of the Government. It 
received on deposit the National revenues, and 
paid out its own notes for all Government ex- 
penses on the drafts of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. It had branches inthechiet cities, 
and into their hands were psid all Government 
local dues, and from them flowed all Govern- 
ment payments in the notes of the Urited 
S.ates Bank. It followed from this arrange- 
ment that the exchanges of the country were 
monopolized by the bank, because each bank 
could draw at pleasure on any of the others, 
ana the raies of exchange were low. For the 
sa-nc reisou aU collections of mercantile debts 
were made by the Ubited State? Bank Bt- 
cuse aecounts for collection could be lodged 
with it at any branch, to be collected at any of 
ihe others. 

Ai a consequence oftMs state of affair?, the 
branch in each city was always the creditor of 
the local banks. The branch in New York, 
lor instance, received: 1, Government dues; 2, 
payments for all collections due other cities;

We don't know 
that this makes any practical difference in this 
country. This writ has been suspended, or 
the privilege of it, for s long time; indeed, 
since the origin of the war. Still it wfll be 
startling to reflect that now the military are 
the sole judges of the right to arrest and hold 
a man at discretion, and that there is no rem- 
edy in law, however innocent a man may be. 
We don't see the reasons for this proclamation 
at this late day, when the rebellion is almost 
powerless. There have been times since this 
rebellion when there appeared much stronger 
reasons for it. The same law, however, that 
authorizes suspension of the writ requires 
that in the cate of a man charged with any of 
these crimes specified, shall, after he is arrest- 
ed, be reported to the District Court for trial; 
no, If the law be observed, the practice will 
be better than it has been— better for the in 
noctnt. As to the guilty, they had better 
keep as lar away from courts as possible; for 
these tribunals have no discretion, except what 
they sometimes assume without authority. 
Tne tinner bad better be under grace than 
law. Now, if it be the purpose of the Govern 
mcnt to follow the provisions of this law, of- 
fenders, if there be proof of guilt, bad better 
beware; when arrested, they will be reported 
to the court, where taking the eath and giv- 
ing bond will not do. If found guilty a pen- 
alty is atta ched.

local banks and brought them all In debt to It 
each morning. It thus held them all in its 
grip and was controlled itself only by 
the necessity of paying specie. This 
necessity compelled It to confine its 
operations within such a compass as would 
enable it to pay. Nevertheless it had the 
power of mak'ng money cheap or dear in any 
locality. If it rigorously demanded payments 
money would be dear, exchange aud products 
low, and its friends availed of the circum- 
stance. This dearness was soon followed by 
relaxation, cheapness of mouey, and a rise in 
prices very profitable to the interested. To 
maintain this position it become a political 
machine, under- the guise of a commercial 
bank, or, iu the emphatic words of General 
Jackson, "a monster." Its evil tendency was 
so manifest that it was destroyed with the 
consent of the whole nation. 

Mr. Chase has now, under the law, power 
to organize the banks, entitled to issue $300,- 
OL'0,000 of currency, nearly ten times the capi 
tal of the old bank. These banks are : First 
to be controlled at Washington; second, the 
notes are a legal tender for all Government 
receipts and payments; third, they are to be 
the depositaries of the public money, with 
nominal security; fourth, they are not re- 
quired to pay in specie. These being the 
leading powers of the banks, we have ouly to 
bear In mind that the expenditures of the 
Government are now $1,000,000,000 per an- 
num, instead of $'.20,000,000 per annum, which 
was the average under the United- States 
Bank, and that the business of the country is 
iwentv times greater than then. 

To form some idea of the vast power which 
will be wielded by this gigantic "'monster" 
over one thousand other banks, all selected 
on tee principle of "loyalty,." for although any 
person may apparently start a bank, the power, i 
rests with the Secretary to "distribute the 
lacilitks," including the privilege of holding 
deposits; consequently, all chances of profit 
depend on him; these banks are alt': 
to have one name, with a number ate- ■ 
tached to it, corresponding to the Boar J I 
of Control at Washfigtan. Through 
them as fiscal agents will pour out one thou-, 
sand millions of dollars toarmy and navy con- 
tractors and other creditors of the Govern- 
ment, and into these concerns will be paid the 
taxes and other reveuues of the Government. 
All these transactions are to be in their own 
bills inconvertible into specie, redeemable 
onlv in greenbacks. The ehecks and draft* ot 
the Department on all of them, in all sections 
©f the countrv, to the extent of $^,000,000 per 
day, will determine the exchanges, and the ir- 
redeemable cu rency of these banks will be 
the only circulation. 
We shall then have all the cui rency of the 
ountry furnished by »t least one thousand 
>ks, nui required to redeem their notes,but 
dependent upon the party in power for 
the possession of the Government deposits, 
for which they are required to give only ten 
per cent, security. Ihe example of what is 
uired at the postoflice and the custom- 
house on the eve of election is conclusive as 
to what will be required of these "fi«cal 
agents" undar the same circumstances. They 
will not only be required to "support the Gov 
eminent" at elections, but the "bank facili- 
ties" of every business man will depend upon 
the degree ot his "loyalty to the Govern- 
ment." The Government Is at this moment 
the great employer, and we have before call- 
ed the attention of our readers to the exul- 
tation with which the profits on Government 
business are counted up in the official returns 
of New England. It will pay aU in the notes 
of the new banks. 

We have also called attention to the fact 
that the Government owes over four huudred 
millions that will fall due next year. The 
whole or that will be met in a similar man- 
ner. The holder of a five per centum ceriifi 
cate of deposit in New York, if he asks for 
his money, may get it in the notes of the Na- 
tional Bank (No. 900), payable in green- 
backs at Bloody Run, Kansas. The holders 
of a one-year certificate will get similar satis- 
factory returns; all will be paid In the notes 
furthest from the place of payment, in order 
to promote their circulation. As, however, 
there is to be no specie payments, the green- 
back and its shadow will be of equal value, 
and all be the visible manifestation of Gov- 
ernment bankruptcy, corporation fiaud, and 
national ruin. 

The persons who embark in these schemes 
are, however, more enterprising than pru- 
dent. The United States Courts may pro- 
nounce the whole loan unconstitutional, in 
whi-h ease all participants will be liable, as 
individual partners, for debts that must be 
met in specie.

NEGRO SOLDIERS. 

A Southern paper, some weeks ago, threw 
out a suggestion that the Confederacy should 
arm some five or six hundred thousand 
negroes, and precipitate them upon the 
Yankees. Th«s suggestion was doubtless to 
frighten the Yankees; but it has imposed upon 
a few ol our own people. The proposition is 
too preposterous for serious discu-siou. It is 
enough to say it would be exchanging ■ rrc liv- 
able laborer for a very unprofitable soldier. 
Let the Yankees have negro armies. Nothing 
but their cowardice could have betrayed ihem 
inte such a folly. They use the poor creaturt s 
at breastworks, but thus far with very little 
advantage. 

The southern people arc willing to employ 
their slaves in any way that would tell best 
against the enemy. But it has yet to si r 
that they can do so in any manner so etlective 
as in raising food for our armies. Some may- 
be occasionally used iu ditching aud throw- 
ing up breastworks, aud it is possible a limit- 
ed number might be advantageously substi- 
tuted for teainstert; though, in respect to the 
last, there may be doubts. In the main, no 
doubt, the most useful function compatible 
with their capacities is that to which they 
are accustomed— food raising.

Alexandria, Minn., Aug. 31, 1863. 
Two messengers from Major Camp, com- 
mauoing the post of Fort Abercrombie, have 
just reached this place, bearing dispatches to 
General Sibley, whose returning expedition is 
on iu way homeward on the old Red river 
trail a little to the southwest of the present 
road to Fort Abercrombie, and which is en- 
camped to-night about fifteen miles from here. 
They bring the news tbat the Sioux have re- 
crossed the Missouri rivsr, driven thence by 
unfriendly Tetons. 

The friendly chief, Standing Buffalo, with 
some of his people, were in the vicinity of 
Pembina; but nothing was known of bis pres- 
ent or future intentions. 

In addition to this news, which Is derived 
from half- breed scouts, we have intelligence 
trom a similar source tbat a party of twenty 
four returning from Salmon river mineB, who 
were descending the Missouri river in small 
boats, were attacked by the Indians not lar 
from the point where the engagements were 
placed between Gen. Sibley's forces and the 
Indians, and after a severe fight, in which a 
large number of the red devils were killed, 
every white man was massacred. Of course, 
no particulars can be given of this sanguinary 
encounter, and they probably never will be 
known.

••The Wanderer in Western France" is the 
title of a work by George T. Lowtb, just pub- 
lished in London, In which the fo lowing read- 
able passages occur: 

One day, while walking from Mortagne to- 
wards Choi let, I saw a toll and considerably 
building, white and fresh, at a few hundred 
yards trom the roadside. I turned off by a 
bye-road to it.

He told me h« 
had poor sj>.rt— It was toa bright a day— but 
there were large fish, ten an i o hers, in ttM 
lake. A little way lnrther off on the ba L k 
were five women on their knee*, on the usu^l 
board, washing clothes. 

On the s!( ping t>atk (.n the far side of »• 
water was ihe new house, c f white e:oae, wb U 
the usual French steep, high rouK ' - 
with much carved sionewoik and «' 
iron balusters. It waa a thoroughly Fren.- a 
hous -, and not wanting in ajribuic and MC- 
turesque teiuty. All round the building, 
which was compact and did uot strewn .... 
as an ancient chateau witb numerou* cu;- 
bulldings. was pasture, doping down to 
Lke. A white high wall, som-.times ba!f-< *u- 
cealed in woodland, aad sometimes running 
over the open grassland, went, at some dii 
tance behind the hcus \ all acro-e the iine of 
sight, trom right to leti --the inclosure of ths 
park of two hund ed acres. So 1 Uy down oa 
tLie. bank by the water's edge, and -cj >yeJ tia 
quiet and the soft bright ur. There was, too, 
me sound, just sufficient to be pleasant, ana 
just far enough off, of the women at th. i-- 
work.

Murderer Arrested — A Sisocsar Case

Considerable interest was manifts'.ed through 
out the city yesterday, aaya the Journal, upon 
tne circulation of a report detailing the cap- 
ture of Wm. Bethel, charged with the mur- 
der of T. J. Wagner, Eaq , on White's cretk 
about a year since. It will be remembered 
that strong circumstantial evidence led to tbe 
belief that Boae Haley, of this city, at the 
head of a gang of thieves anil assassins, had 
committed the "bloody deed," and for which 
he was arrested and arraigned before the crim- 
inal ^*ourt of this couuty, and after an ln~e tl 
gation .'nd trial, which continued for several 
days, he xras remanded back to jiil, owing to 
a mis.) itl in the case. A short time alter 
warda the prisoner made his escape from the 
Jail and has not since b?en heard of. These 
facts, coupled with the mroc^out murdtr o> 
an old and esteemed citizen, w-s occ siou to- 
considerable comment — in the first pl^c«i Ihw 
circumstantial evidence hud nesrly convicted 
the innocent of Ihft crime, wad secondly thtt 
after so long a period the murderer was in the 
clutches ol the law, and would be made to 
suffer the penalty he so justly deserved. 

On the arrival of Betne , yesterday, it was 
understood that he made a lull confession o! 
the whole affair, and for the time being WW 
lodged in the praitentiary. Bu: the sequel 
will ahow that another assasinaiion bad hie)CI 
committed, which until the present time had 
not been recorded in the dark and bloody 
deeds of this age we live in. MkMW Hinton 
and jailer McGinois procured a pass kaM i vm 
ing, and visited the prisoner witb the view ol 
heariDg the confeasion. concealed noth- 
ing, but detailed the full particulars, and. 
singular to say, instead ot being the mur.krer 
above mentioned, he provtd to be one among 
a party of four who had killed another man 
named Wagoner, in ih% neighboroood of 
Stone's, about the same lime and under siuai 
lar circumstances. Tuus. iu the atttupt to 
bring to justice the gutl y oarty to one trans- 
action, another crime equallv as atrocious has 
been discovered. — Xuhville Pit «.

Some writs of hatxat corput in military 
cases were discharged to-day under the Presi- 
dent's proclamation. 

A Washington letter Bays the subject of 
finding dUloyal citizens within the lines of 
our army is eneagirg the attention of the 
President and Cabinet. 

There are three hundred such persons be- 
twfen the Potomac and Rappahannock, who, 
being destitute, are living entirelvon thecon- 
tribotions of our officers and soldiers. It is 
not Impossible that they will be sent to live 
ou their friends in D xie. 

The Comui' rcial says the claims of rebel 
pirates on the ocean to be treated as legalised 
privateers, is soon to be tested in the French 
omrts A preliminary decision haa already 
Keen rendered whereby the Brltlsn owners In 
London of the bar silver e tolen by the priva- 
teer Liffltt from the Hojde, restraining the 
disposition of this property b> Marcaura & 
Co , ac ing for the rebel firm of Fraz-r, Frew- 
holm A Co , of Liverpool. Tbe value of the 
silver is about $100 000. Marcaura 4 Co. have 
advanced on it $40,000, and this advance being 
on stolen property, they may not only loae 
adv.nces but be liable for damages to the 
rightful owners. 

The President of the civil tribunal at Paris, 
has issued an order for the Bale of the silver, 
and directed that the proceeds shall be in 
vested in Treasury bonds, at six months, till 
the question of ownership be decided. 

Tne Commercial's Washington letter says 
it was lately proposed, in view of the Kansas 
troubles, to create that State, a portion of 
Northern Arkausas and the border line ot 
Mis? .uri into a separte district, and place 
Majjr-General Hunter in command. The 
change, however, hsB not been made, as the 
command was off-red to General Birney in- 
stead of General Hunter, and the former has 
declined it. 

The Commcrclsl's Paris letter of September 
1st says: The Florida is still in the port ot 
Brest, aud to-day It is Bta ed in the J mrnals 
that not only is she going to he seised by 
the owners ot certain French vessels burnt 
by her, but that for the burelng .of British 
vessels a British man-of-war is iyiceluwai'. 
for her. All this It is hoped will give time 
for an American armed vessel to arrive.

Tcbacco.— There is a great difierence in 
the quantities of tobacco produced in tho dif- 
ferent portions of the State. Thu3, by the 
Auditor's report, the produci of the First 
District lu 1SCI was 24,403,270 pouads. This 
district consists of the counties of Ballard, 
Caldwell, Calloway, Crittenden, Fulton, 
Graves, Hickman, Livingston, Lyon, Mar- 
shall, McCracken, Trigg, Union and Webstev 
The Second District, consisting of Batler, 
Christian, Daviess, Elmondion, Grayson, 
Hancock, Henderson, Hopkins, McLean, 
Muhlenburg, Ohio and Breckinridge, exceeds 
either of the other districts by over a million 
pounds, producing 33,935 595 pounds. 

The Third D.strict, embracing Russell, 
Cumberland, Clinton, Monroe, Metcalfe, Bar 
ren, Allen, Sfmpson, Warren, Todd, Lagan 
snd Hart, produces ll,S24,0o7. These three 
districts produce more than flve-six.hs of the 
produc t of the entire Slate. 

The Fourth District, in whit'b, among 
others, are Shelby and Bullitt, produces only 
1,782,900, and the Fifth, this district, 2,781,- 
192 The Sixth, embracing the counties op- 
posite Cincinnati, grow 4,279,972, while the 
Seventh District (the Fayette), turned out 
but 0G1,4S!> pounds.

The river at this point continues to recede, and 
yesterday was falling quite fast, with only two 
last Ave laches water in tbe canal last evening by 
thj mark. During the previous twenty-four hours 
ending at dusk, has fallen five laches, and over 
one foot at Portland. The weather has been very 
changeable. During the morning we had a slight 
-hower, but in the afternoon It cleared off, and at 
pro-sent writing it is very hot. 

The Ohio river at present Is falling from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo. At Pittsburg there is but twenty- 
one Inches water, while in the channel to this 
place there Is but Utile over three feel water. War- 
saw bar is very troublesome, and boats are hardly 
able to get over. The bars In the Lower Ohio are 
daily be coming very troublesome, and if the river 
continues to recede much longer, even the lightost 
draught boats will be compelled to quit running 

Business on the river at present Is exceedingly 
dull, owing to the extreme low water, on which 
account all the packets have been compelled to 
tie up, and but few boats are running, and they 
are very small. 

The Delaware is tue packet for Owensboro, 
Ev-u»\ille and Hendeison to-day. She leaves the 
Portland wharf a: four o'clock, in charge of thor- 
ough snd competent boatmen. 

The Lower Ohio continues to rcede, and all the 
bars hence lo Cairo hive become so troublesome 
that boats of any size have all been compelled to 
tie up, A number of boats that h-ve started from 
here at different times for points below are laid dd 
it different points along the river, bein£ unable to 
get over tbe bars. On the worst bur* hence to 
Cairo there was less than two feet water when the 
last arrival came up. The channel, however, is 
fa.t cutting away, and boat, can pass with less 
difficulty. The river at the present time is aa low 
as for a number of smw»i, and low er than it has 
been at any previous time during the present year. 
From present indications there appears but little 
prospect for a rise soon. 

The Mississippi river is also low, there being 
but little over five feet water in the channel below 
C ilro. The largest boUs running below have been 
laid up. The latest arrivals from Memphis repoit 
S number of boats hard aground at the different 
bars. 

The Cumberland river is also falling, w ith bi-t 
fifteen inches water on Harpcth Shoals, snd navi- 
rjiion up that stream h entirely suspended. 

Ou Monday the Mississippi river at St. Louis 
rose one inch and a half, with a depth of live feet 
in the channel to Cairo. 

To Keokuk wc hare 5'-; feet, and on the lower 
rapids oVc feet. The Upper Mississippi is falling 

om St. Paul down. 

The Missouri is in a precarious condition for 
steamer*, which will not get along at all v.nleee 
drawing less than 3X feet of water. 

The Illinois is somewhat Improved, and there is 
now thirty inches on the worst bars below Peoria. 

The tclejrraph a few days since announced the 
Important fact that an order had been issued by 
Geneeal Banks declaring the Mississippi river 
open for free trade. As soon as the fall season 

ttmmenccs, our boatmen will be ready with their 
tine new steamers, now building for the New Or- 
leans trade. When the fall rise comes we look for 
bu-y times, and expeut to see a number of boats 
at our wharf daily receiving and discharging large 
amounts of freight, as in times gone by. A large 
number of fine steamers are now being bnllt, and 
when finished, there will be a fine Hue of packet* 
to run between this port aad New Orleans. 

Hoatmen, now that the rivers are open, will want 
new and handsome steamers, aad we would advise 
all In want of a good staunch, as well aa a splendid 
and fast boat, to come to Louisville, a city that has 
eclipsed all cities in the West tu boat building. 

Several boats are due from below, having been 
detained by the fog and extreme low water. They 
will probably leave to-day.
